Report: To His Excellency, Sam C. Ford, Governor, the State Board of 
Examiners, and the Thirtieth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, 
from the Post War Planning and Construction Commission.

Upon the convening of the 29th Legislative Assembly of the State of | 
Montana it was ascertained that the General Fund of the State of Montana | 
contained a surplus of about five millions of dollars. This was a situation 
which was unique in the History of Montana, and in consequence the 
Legislature was faced with a number of proposals for the use of these 
funds. As the Session progressed questions concerning the right to the | 
use of these funds were raised. An appropriation was made specifically 
providing that the money was to come from the Surplus in the General 
Fund. This Bill was passed by both houses and signed by the Governor, | 
(Chapter 2, 29th Session Laws). Promptly an action was commenced to 
test the constitutionality of the law and the Supreme Court of the State 
of Montana upheld the validity of the Act, thus clearing the way for the 
use of such surplus for general State purposes. 











We wer2 engaged in a War. Manpower was short. Many maierials | 
were rationed and most building materials were not to be had. Widespread | 
unemployment following termination of- the war was predicted and gen- | 
erally anticipated. This specter of future unemployment and the then short- 
age of manpower and materials convinced the Legislature that it was no 
time to embark on any program which would further aggravate these 
shortages. 


These conditions resulted in the enactment and approval of House Bill 
829, now Chapter 148 of the Laws of the 29th Legislative Assembly. 


This law has for its purpose the creation of a post war planning and | 
construction reserve fund of four and one-half million dollars remaining 
in the general fund surplus for use in the post-war period for relief of the 
expected unemployment, and to set up a commission to study the needs 
of the State and make recommendations for specific appropriation from 
such fund. 


The law provides for a commission consisting of eleven members, 
whose duties include the power to invest all moneys of the fund and to 
make studies, plans, and surveys for needed and necessary post-war con- 
struction, improvements, and developments in, and about all institutions 
and buildings owned or operated by the State of Montana, and water con- 
servation projects ... . to the end that the design... . advisability of 
construction, cost and employment possibilities may be determined in 
advance and such information be made available for consideration at the 
proper time by our legislative bodies. 


This work has been done and the report, herewith, describes the method 
of ascertaining the needs of the different institutions, the care with which 
the requirements were considered, and a complete program for the ex- 
penditure of available funds. 


The members of the Commission thus created were appointed and met 
for the first time in Helena, on June 9th, 1945. At this meeting the Com- 
mission elected E. A. Blenkner, Vice Chairman, and authorized the invest- 
ment of available funds and the sum of $4,000,000.00 in United States 
Treasury Certificates of Indebtedness, bearing interest at the rate of %th 
per centum were purchased, such bonds to be converted to cash as and 
when required. This investment, pending the time when the money is 
needed will yield $35,000.00 per annum, or three times the amount appro- 
priated for administrative purposes. 


At this meeting it was also decided to call upon the heads of all state 
institutions and departments for reports as to their needs and require- 
ments together with an estimate of the cost of each. 
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The Commission found the several administrative heads extremely co- 
operative. When all the requests had been received the Commission was 
confronted with requests totaling in excess of thirteen millions of dollars. 


When all requests had been received the Governor called the Com- 
mission together on August 31st, 1945. The several requests were divided 
into two classes viz:—(1) deferred maintenance and replacements; and 
(2) new construction. At this meeting the Commission adopted the policy 
of recommending the modernization and rehabilitation of state owned build- 
ings and structures before new construction would be recommended. 


In order to determine which requests should be recommended it was 
decided that the Commission should inspect the various institutions. 


Accordingly the Commission or Sub-Committees inspected the several 
institutions and gained first hand information of the condition and re- 
quirements of each. The tour of inspection by the Commission, consumed 
the entire week of September 30th to October 7th, 1945. 


Upon the occasion of these inspections the head of each institution 
was advised of the policy of the Commission and invited to submit a re- 
vised list of requests based on that policy. 


When these revised requests ;had all been received, assembled and 
tabulated the Commission met again in Helena, and for two days studied 
the requests and made tentative allocations. However, it was apparent 
that before a complete allocation of funds could be made certain technical, 
statistical, and engineering data would be required. This was accomplished 
by calling on various state departments capable of supplying such informa- 
tion and the Commission wishes to acknowledge the most hearty coopera- 
tion and help from all such departments. This data was secured from the 
following state departments: Office of the State Examiners, Engineering 
Department of the State College at Bozeman, Attorney General, Water 
Conservation Board, State Board of Health, State Board of Examiners, 
and the heads of several institutions and the Chancellor of the Greater 
University of Montana. 


After all desired information had been assembled and tabulated the 
Commission met again in Helena, May 6th, 1946, and remained in session 
for three full days. The following table shows allocations recommended:

No allocation of funds was made to the State Hospital for Insane at 
Warm Springs for the reason that there remains in the Building Fund of 
that institution the sum of $415,000.00, and for the further reason that the 
29th Legislative Assembly by Chapter 182 of the Laws of the 29th Legisla- 
tive Assembly authorized the submission of a $2,000,000.00 bond issue to the 
people of the State of Montana, which the Commission feels will be ap- 
proved and which will amply provide for the needs of that institution. 


The Commission is of the opinion that any of the requests which were 
denied because of lack of funds are very desirable, if not essential. It is 
apparent that a long range construction program will be necessary to meet 
the growing demands and needs of our State and its institutions. 


Recommended appropriations will yield the full amount thereof for 
actual replacements or construction and are not subject to any deductions 
for engineering or architectural fees, since $250,000.00 is specifically set 
aside for that purpose. 


The Commission has at all times maintained close liaison with the 
Employment Compensation Commission, Federal Agencies concerned and 
suppliers of material, in its desire to have plans and recommendations com- 
pleted by the time labor and materials are readily available.

SUPPLEMENTARY REPORT 


To His Excellency, Sam C. Ford, Governor, the State Board of Examiners, 
and the Thirtieth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, from 
the Post War Planning and Construction Commission. Adopted Novem- 
ber 12th, 1946. 


To His Excellency, Sam C. Ford, Governor 
The State Board of Examiners, and 

The Thirtieth Legislative Assembly of 
the State of Montana. 


At a meeting held August 17th, 1946 the Commission adopted the fol- 
lowing resolution: 
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“THAT WHEREAS The Commission is authorized and directed by the 
provisions of Chapter 148, Laws of 1945 to make studies for a long range 
post-war building program at the several state institutions; and 


WHEREAS the result of the studies heretofore made, the Commission 
has determined and does hereby determine that it is necessary that adequate 
campus building plans be prepared for the purpose of intergrating new 
buildings with existing structures, together with plates or diagrams show- 
ing water and sewage lines and other needed building services at Montana 
State University at Missoula, Montana State College at Bozeman, Northern 
Montana College at Havre, Eastern Montana Normal College at Bil- 
lings; and, 


WHEREAS it is necessary that architects or engineers be employed 
for such purpose before plans and specifications can be prepared for new 
construction at the institutions set forth. 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the Commission recom- 
mend and requests that the State Board of Examiners of the State of 
Montana employ a competent and experienced architect or engineer to 
prepare suitable long range campus building plans for the purpose of 
intergrating new buildings with existing structures together with plats and 
diagrams showing water and sewage lines and other needed building services 
et Montana State University, Missoula; Montana State College, Bozeman; 
Northern Montana College, Havre; Eastern Montana Normal College, 
Billings.” 


At another meeting held November 12th, 1946, the supervising architect, 
local architect and members of the State Board of Examiners met with the 
Commission and discussed the advisability of an addition to the Capitol 
Building for office purposes and alternate propositions for a separate office 
building. 


After discussion the Commission passed the following motion: Mr. 
Richardson moved, “That we recommend the construction of a separate 
office building”, rather than an addition to the capitol building, motion 
carried. 


Mr. Blenkner moved, “To amend the final report to His Excellency, Sam 
C. Ford, Governor, the State Board of Examiners, and the Thirtieth Legisla- 
tive Assembly of the State of Montana, adopted July 15th, 1946, by striking 
page 8 under the heading State Capitol, the following words, ‘addition to 
the capitol building and furnishings’, and replacing with the following 


pds ded 


words, ‘separate office building’,’”? motion carried. 


After discussion it appeared to the Commission that the sum of $550,- 
000.00 allocated from the Post War Planning and Construction Funds 
would be insufficient to construct a suitable office building. The following 
motion was passed: 


Mr. Keeley moved, “That we request the Legislature to authorize the 
State Board of Examiners to issue $450,000.00 in bonds against the capitol 
land grant to supplement the funds available and that we proceed on that 
basis and recommend the construction of a $1,000,000.00 separate office 
building, and recommend to the Board of Examiners that they request 
Mr. Paul Jones, supervising architect to draw plans.” 


The State Board of Examiners were requested to secure options on 
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suitable real estate adjacent to the capitol grounds for the location of the 
separate office building.

REPORT OF PARDONS, COMMUTATIONS OF SENTENCES, 
REMISSIONS OF FINES, AND RESPITES, 
FOR THE YEARS 1945-1946 


Pardons 


O. K. DAVIS—Pondera county; manslaughter; sentenced May 1, 1944, 
to two years. Sentence was suspended, but the suspension later was revoked 
when Davis became intoxicated. The District Judge and County Attorney 
recommended favorable action and the Warden advised Davis was one of 
the most reliable trusties. He was the father of thirteen children and 
had no prior record. On March 380, 1945, a conditional pardon was granted, 
the conditions effective until July 25, 1946. 


HAROLD GEBHARDT—McCone county; rape; sentenced November 21, 
1944, to two years. This case was brought to the Governor’s attention by 
the Senator and Representative of McCone county and petitions signed 
by numerous citizens. Letters also were received from jurymen who 
rendered the verdict, many of whom believed the sentence should have been 
suspended. The County Attorney was not opposed to clemency. Gebhardt’s 
father was badly in need of his son’s assistance with essential farm work. 
A full and unconditional pardon was granted April 2, 1945. 


VERNE LYDERS—Liberty county; robbery and obtaining money by 
false pretenses; sentenced November 24, 1939, to twenty and ten years to 
run concurrently. Lyders had been a model prisoner and had performed 
responsible work at the Prison, The District Judge did not oppose clem- 
ency, and his application was supported by letters from responsible 
citizens of Liberty county. On April 24, 1945, a conditional pardon was 
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granted, which was to become absolute if he were inducted into the Armed 
Service. . 


ADAM HEBERLEIN—Yellowstone county; attempt to commit rape; 
sentenced April 29, 1939, to ten years. He escaped August 7, 1939. In 


‘October of 19438, the Warden went to Arizona to return Heberlein to Prison. 


He found Heberlein had made an admirable record, and the requisition 
was denied. After the return of the Warden, Heberlein made a monthly 
report to him. A pardon was recommended by the Warden, Letters were 
received from the General Manager of the company employing Heberlein, 
as well as the Deputy Sheriff, Justice of the Peace and Constable of Tiger, 
Arizona, where he had been residing. A full and unconditional pardon was 
granted on May 238, 1945. 


PVT. JAMES A. WILLIAMS—Cascade county; statutory rape; sen- 
tenced May 22, 1945, to two years. Facts revealed that Pvt, Williams was 
at least partially a victim of circumstances. Multitudinous appeals for 
executive clemency were received from Great Falls residents, service clubs 
and other organizations. Recommendations for a pardon were received 
from the parents of the girl involved, the District Judge, County Attorney 
and Sheriff. A full and unconditional pardon was granted June 9, 1945. 


THOMAS MUNTAIN or TOMOSA MUNTION (one and the same per- 
son)—Cascade county; grand larceny; sentenced May 6, 1921, to one to 
two years; and Carbon county; attempted grand larceny; February 8, 1922, 


returned to Montana State Prison for term of two to five years. This man’s 


Prison record was good, and he was released on parole a second time on 
March 18, 1923. Shortly thereafter he took up residence in Baltimore, 
Maryland, where he has resided to the present time, and made an excel- 
lent record for himself in all respects. Recently he applied for citizenship, 
which was denied because of the two Montana convictions. In order that 
he might be eligible for citizenship, he was granted a full and uncondi- 
tional pardon of each of the crimes on November 6, 1946. 


ANTHONY KRANKOWSKI—Cascade county; burglary; sentenced 
November 20, 1934, to one and one-half years. Krankowski’s application for 
citizenship was denied because of his Prison record, and a hearing for de- 
portation was held. Since his release from Prison eleven years ago, he 
had shown his desire to redeem himself and be a law-abiding member of 
society. He had married and was the father of two minor children, In order 
that this man might remain with and provide for his family, a full and un- 
conditional pardon was granted on November 8, 1946. 


Commutations 


M. E. CURTISS—Lewis and Clark county; burning insured property 
with intent to defraud the insurer; sentenced December 4, 1942, to four 
and one-half years. He was an experienced farm hand, and was anxious 
to provide for his four minor children. Those interested in the case, in- 
cluding the insurance agent who wrote the policy, recommended clemency. 
On January 138, 1945, his sentence was commuted to three years. 


HARRIS PILLEY—Silver Bow county; robbery; sentenced August 22, 
1936, to twenty-five years. Two men were involved in the crime, the other 
man being released on March 17, 1942. Pilley was 22 years of age when 
the crime was committed, and had served eight years. His record was 
above average at the Prison, and he desired to contribute his part during 
the war emergency. On January 13, 1945, his sentence was diminished to 
fifteen years. 


ANTON ENTZMINGER—Daniels county; rape; sentenced July 16, 
1948, to four years. He had no prior record, and the Warden stated he 
was one of the best men in the Prison. The District Judge advised sub- 
sequent developments indicated to both himself and the County Attorney 
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that the girl involved was perhaps not as innocent as thought at the time 
of the trial. His sentence was commuted to three years on March 5, 1945. 


FRED PINNOW—Fallon county; murder in the second degree; sen- 
tenced May 28, 1940, to twenty-five years. Pinnow had always been a good 
citizen and provided well for his wife and five children. His Prison record 
was without a demerit of any kind. Numerous citizens requested executive © 
clemency, the County Attorney approved of such action and eight of the 
twelve jurors who brought in the verdict against Pinnow signed petitions 
for the granting of clemency. On March 5, 1945, his sentence was com- 
muted to nine years. 


GEORGE DAVIS—Granite county; malicious killing of livestock; sen- 
tenced October 28, 1943 to five years. Davis had an excellent record as a 
citizen. The District Judge, County Attorney and numerous others recom- 
mended clemency. In the light of the offense it appeared he had been suf- 
ficiently punished, and on March 380, 1945, his sentence was reduced to 
three years. 


WILLIAM SEAMAN BEATY—Hill county; rape; sentenced November 
2, 1985, to forty years. Beaty had served almost nine and one-half years 
of his sentence. He was in general poor health, had a heart condition and 
was in need of special surgical attention. To forestall any likelihood of 
his death, his sentence was commuted to eighteen years on April 18, 1945. 


DOMIC HOPKINS—Sheridan county; rape; sentenced December 19, 
1940, to seventy years. Hopkins had no prior record, and had filled the 
position of trusty at the Prison most competently. Many letters and peti- 
tions were received from reputable citizens of Sheridan county from which 
it appeared the sentence was unduly severe. In order that Hopkins might 
provide for his four minor children and aged mother, on July 12, 1945, 
his sentence was commuted to eleven years. 


AARON RACINE—Pondera county; accessory after the fact to the 
crime of murder; sentenced October 23, 1948, to five years. A physician 
advised that unless Racine were allowed to enter an Indian reservation 
hospital for special treatment, he would soon become so crippled and de- 
formed he would be unable to walk. Thus on the recommendation of the 
physician and the Warden, the sentence of Racine was commuted to three 
years on November 9, 1945. 


SAM KIMURA—Flathead county; murder in the second degree; sen- 
tenced August 4, 1941, to twenty years. Kimura had been a model prisoner. 
The District Judge recommended release as soon as possible. Petitions 
signed by more than fifty citizens of Whitefish indicated that Kimura may 
have rendered the people of this country a service because of the caliber of 
Takahashi, referred to as the “King Jap” whom Kimura killed. On Novem- 
ber 9, 1945, the sentence was commuted to nine years. 


ERNEST LUEDKE—Cascade county; murder in the first degree; sen- 
tenced February 8, 1939, to life imprisonment. Because of this man’s ex- 
cellent reputation prior to the commission of this crime, and circumstances 
involved in the case, many letters and petitions signed by more than 250 
citizens were received for a reduction of sentence. Officers directly con- 
nected with the case had no objections. Several good jobs had been offered 
Luedke, and former employers were anxious to have him back. It appearing 
this man had paid his debt to society on November 27, 1945, his sentence 
was commuted to thirteen years. 


FRANK CARTER—McCone county; murder in the second degree; 
sentenced June 27, 1939, to thirty-five years. Carter had developed severe 
chest pains and pains in the back. This condition was growing progressively 
worse with little hope of improvement as long as he was confined. The 
Warden strongly recommended favorable action. Prior to this conviction he 
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had been a law-abiding, industrious citizen, and many citizens, as well as 
officials of Roosevelt and McCone counties, felt he should be released. 
Carter’s sentence was commuted on February 28, 1946, to fourteen years. 


HUBBARD W. POSEY—Lewis and Clark county; passing a worthless 
check; sentenced March 27, 1946, to six months in county jail. The party 
to whom the worthless check was given as well as the County Attorney 
and Justice of the Peace recommended favorable action, Posey, a veteran 
of World War II, had the promise of work which would enable him to 
provide for his wife and three minor children who were being maintained 
by the Welfare Department. It was believed the punishment inflicted had 
already served its purpose, and on July 18, 1946, the sentence was com- 
muted to four months. 


C. W. WEST—Broadwater county; rape; sentenced May 10, 1940, to 
fifty years. This man had reached the age of 71 years, had no prior record, 
and his Prison record was perfect. The District Judge recommended favor- 
able action, and the County Attorney was not opposed to the granting of 
executive clemency. A brother standing high in his community was anxious 
to provide a home for him. In view of his advanced age the sentence was 
commuted to twelve years and six months on July 29, 1946. 


EDWARD KNUTSON—Beaverhead county; forgery; sentenced Janu- 
ary 10, 1944, to five years. Knutson had been in charge of the prison 
chicken ranch for two years and had done a magnificent job. He would have 
been eligible for parole early in November. However, he was anxious to 
engage in the poultry business to provide for his family, and unless he 
could go into business before winter set in, it would be necessary to wait 
until the next year. There being no objection, his sentence was commuted 
to four years and eight months on August 1, 1946. 


ELMER McKINNEY—Yellowstone county; robbery; sentenced June 
28, 1941, to fifty years. McKinney, 18 years of age at the time of convic-. 
tion, was no doubt influenced and led in this crime by an older boy with 
a record. His parents were fine people living in Seattle who were anxious 
to have him come there where he would have a good home and job. The 
County Attorney and District Judge were favorable to his release, and 
explained the attitude of the Court and prosecution at the time this ex- 
ceedingly long sentence was given. If released, he would have every oppor- 
tunity to develop into a useful member of society. His sentence was there- 
fore commuted to seven years and six months on August 2, 1946. 


Remissions of Fines 


JACK SPRAGUE—Glacier county; disturbing the peace; sentenced 
July 10, 1945, to ninety days in county jail and fined $200.00. Sprague 
was without funds to pay the fine. Facts revealed the entire affair a family 
quarrel. The County Attorney, Sheriff and Justice of the Peace recom- 
mended clemency. On September 18, 1945, the fine was remitted per- 
mitting Sprague’s release so he could provide for his family. 


REFUGIO J. ESCUTIA MENDOZA and ANTONIO ANSALDO MAR- 
TINEZ—Gallatin county; each charged with carrying a concealed weapon; 
each sentenced September 24, 1945, in the amount of $150.00 fine and in 
lieu thereof to serve sentence in the county jail at the rate of $2.00 a day. 
These men were Mexican Nationals who purchased the weapons to take 
home with them. Neither had any previous record, and the Mexican 
laborers had been threatened to be removed on grounds that this case was 
one of discrimination. On September 28, 1945, the entire balances owing 
of said fines were remitted. 


Respite 


LEO YELLOWROBE—Roosevelt county; attempted rape; sentenced 
November 23, 1945, to ten years. Yellowrobe was in serious condition and 
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needed surgical treatment beyond the facilities of the Prison Hospital and 
Surgeon. Therefore, on December 5, 1946, a respite was given Yellowrobe 
for time necessary for surgical treatment at Fort Harrison, Montana, but 
not to exceed sixty days.

director of the First National Bank in Broadus. Politically he was a 
Republican; was elected State Senator of Powder River County in 1920 
and served in the Legislative Sessions of 1921 and 1923, as the first senator 
from this County.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH 
OF THE HONORABLE WALTER H. PECK 


It is with sincere sorrow that the members of this Thirtieth Legisla- 
tive Assembly of the State of Montana record the passing of Walter H. 
Peck of Ekalaka, Montana, a former member of this body. 
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Senator Peck was a member of the Republican Party and was elected 
to the State Senate from Carter County in the year 1942. He served 
during the T'wenty-eighth and Twenty-ninth Legislative Assembly and was 
renominated at the Primary Election of 1946. He passed away July 22, 
1946, thus being prevented from continuing his service in this body. 


Senator Peck was born March 5, 1870, at Cornwall Bridge, Connecticut. 
He received his primary and high school education in Ansonia, Connecti- 
cut. At the age of eighteen he came to the state of Montana, locating 
near Ekalaka. 


For a number of years he worked in various capacities in the livestock 
industry; among his ranching activities may be mentioned his homestead- 
ing on Beaver Creek, and his partnership with Lorin W. Gilman which 
continued until the year 1901. 


In 1904 he entered the mercantile business and carried on this business 
until 1919. Following this he operated a creamery. 


Senator Peck had the distinction of being the oldest volunteer soldier 
from Carter County in World War I. He was commissioned 2nd Lieutenant 
June 1, 1918, and assigned to Company C, 24th United States Guards. On 
August 22, 1919 he was commissioned 1st Lieutenant and retired as a 
reserve officer. 


Senator Peck served his community in many capacities. As a young 
man he was appointed Deputy County Assessor and served as field man 
in an area covering 8,000 square miles. At one time he had the distinction 
of holding four county offices, which included, deputy county treasurer, 
deputy county assessor, deputy sheriff and justice of the peace. He was 
thus enabled to collect taxes, assess property, and hold court wherever it 
became necessary. At a later date he served as a member of the town 
council of Ekalaka. 


To Senator Peck belongs credit for establishing the Carter County 
Museum, an institution recognized by students of geology and paleontology 
as a valuable source of information covering the subjects of national history 
incident to the area in which he lived. His honorary membership in the 
American Geological Society and American Natural History Society Speaks 
eloquently of the esteem held for him by his co-workers in these sciences. 


On August 22, 1904, he was married to Elizabeth M. Foster who passed 
away a month later. On June 11, 1910, he was married to Marguerite 
Campbell Cunningham. To this union one child was born. This child 
passed away at the age of three months. Surviving members of the im- 
mediate family include his wife Marguerite Peck of Ekalaka, Montana, and 
a brother Frank G. Peck, of New Haven, Connecticut.

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SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH 
OF THE HONORABLE LYMAN M. CLAYTON 


WHEREAS, God in His wisdom, has seen fit to remove from our 
midst and his labors, the Honorable Lyman M. Clayton, formerly a member 
of this body; and 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that a summary of his life and 
accomplishments be placed on record in the Thirtieth Legislative Assembly 
of the State of Montana and be noted thusly: 


That Lyman M. Clayton was born October 24, 1885 at Leola, South 
Dakota where he spent his early childhood. He attended the State Normal 
School at Aberdeen, South Dakota, and completed a course in embalming 
and funeral direction at Chamberlain, South Dakota. Later he went to 
Linton, North Dakota where he entered the undertaking business and was 
united in marriage to Nora M. Greenwood on January 1, 1911. To this 
union one son, Lyman Jr., was born. The widow and son survive him. 


Subsequently Mr. Clayton accepted a position with the Fergus Casket 
Company and it was while traveling for that concern that he first came 
to Montana. In 1915 he and Mrs. Clayton came to Wolf Point where he 
established the Clayton Funeral Home, the first undertaking business in 
the city. They homesteaded near Wolf Point at the same time, moving 
into town two years later. 


He held the position of Deputy County Assessor for some time and 
later became Assessor, which position he held for eight years. 


In 1940 he was elected State Senator and served in the Twenty-seventh 
Legislative Session. In 1942 he resigned and returned to his business when 
his son, also his partner, left for the armed forces. 


In the summer of 1945 his health began to fail and he was forced to 
retire from active business. He departed this life on December 238, 1945. 


His hosts of friends will remember him always for his many kind and 
thoughtful deeds during thirty years in his community and state.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH 
OF THE HONORABLE FRANK H. CLIFFORD 


WHEREAS, Honorable Frank H. Clifford, a former member of this 
body who died at Fort Harrison Veterans’ Hospital, Helena, Montana on 
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January 9, 1946, and was buried at Custer National Memorial Cemetery in | 
Montana, and 


WHEREAS, Frank H. Clifford was born in St. Louis, Missouri, August 
27, 1874, came to Montana in 1902 and served as a locomotive engineer 
with the Great Northern Railway Company at Havre, Montana. 


He was a staunch Democrat, a member of the Eagles’ Lodge, Veterans 
of Foreign Wars, and the Christian Church. He was married to Rebecca 
Williams who preceded him in death in December, 1945, and had three 
children, one of whom survives, a daughter, Mrs. Claude Johnson of Se- 
attle, Washington. He enlisted during the Spanish-American War and 
served from 1898 to 1903. He was a veteran of World War I, having en- 
listed June 29, 1918, and was discharged December 16, 1918 as a Second 
Lieutenant, Co. C, 147th Engineer Corps. He served in the 23rd Session, 


Special Session, and 24th Session of the Montana State Legislature, as 
Senator from Hill County; and

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR 


The following communication from the Governor was received and read:

On March 25, 1945, the Governor designated the Montana State Ap- 
prenticeship Council as the State agency to approve business and industrial 
establishments qualified to provide on-the-job training of any kind, includ- 
ing apprenticeship and training below the apprenticeship level, to eligible 
veterans as provided under the provisions of Public Law No. 346, 78th 
Congress (the G. I. Bill of Rights). 


Thereafter, due to lack of any funds to hire personnel and properly 
and adequately perform this assignment, the Council requested to be re- 
lieved of that part of the assignment providing for the approval of business 
establishments giving on-the-job training below the apprenticeship level. 
Under the circumstances, the request was granted, The Council continued 
as the approving agency for industrial establishments qualified to give on- 
the-job training for veterans in the apprenticeable trades. 


gk December 31, 1946, the Apprenticeship Council had approved 1,541 
business establishments, and of this number 421 employing approximately 
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308 indentured registered apprentices, have inaugurated bonafide appren- 
ticeship training programs in conformity with the State Apprenticeship 
Law and Federal Apprentice Training Service. 


Under Public Law No. 846 and rules and regulations adopted by the 
Veterans Administration, the remaining 1,120 business establishments as 
well as those to be approved in the future, must be inspected and the 
Council required to re-certify such of those establishments that meet or 
make provisions to meet the criteria set forth in Public Law No. 679 (79th 
Congress) which amends the G. I. Bill, by January 1, 1947. However, the 
time for such re-certification has been extended, but this work must be 
completed within a reasonable time after that date. After re-certification 
has been accomplished, periodical visits must be made to the approved 
firms to determine whether good training is being provided and otherwise 
assist veterans and their employers with their training programs. 


The Council is submitting its biennial report to the Legislature as 
required by the State Apprenticeship Law. A more detailed explanation 
of the Council’s activity and recommendations is included in the report. 


The Council has been and still is without any funds to employ per- 
sonnel to carry on their approval assignment. Under the provisions of 
Public Law No. 679, the Council cannot possibly re-certify and approve 
firms in the future through correspondence, It now becomes necessary 
to make physical surveys of the approximate 1,800 establishments in the 
State in order that approval can be made final on the basis of bonafide 
apprenticeship. In consequence, if apprenticeship training is to be pro- 
vided Montana veterans under the provisions of Public Law No. 679 and 
the State Apprenticeship Law, it is necessary that funds be appropriated 
to the Apprenticeship Council for the remainder of the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1947. Adequate appropriation of funds must also be provided for 
the next biennium. 


The necessity for favorable action on this important problem of veteran 
training cannot be over-emphasized. Unless adequate funds are provided, 
thousands of veterans will be deprived of good on-the-job training, and 
veterans lose their subsistence allowances they otherwise are entitled to. 
We cannot permit this to happen. No veteran will receive any subsistence 
allowances from the Veterans Administration until the establishment in 
which he is receiving training is first approved by the designated State 
agency. 

I therefore recommend that an appropriation be made to the Appren- 
ticeship Council sufficient in amount to make it possible for it to adequately 


inspect and re-certify businesses and industries qualified to provide good 
training and properly supervise bonafide apprenticeship training in such 


establishments.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH 
OF THE HONORABLE JAMES GRIFFIN 


WHEREAS, It is with deep sorrow that the members of the Thirtieth 
Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana record the passing of James 
Griffin of Chinook, on May fourth, 1946, formerly a member of this 
Body; and 


WHEREAS, It is entirely proper and fitting that the record and 
accomplishments of the late Senator be placed on record in the Thirtieth 
Legislative Assembly in the State of Montana, the following facts relative 
to his career are hereby noted: 


The late James Griffin was born on the ninth day of November, 1868, 
at Port Glasgow, Renfrewshire, Scotland. The early years of his life were 
spent in the land of his birth where he received his public school and 
college education. In the year 1888, he came to the United States locating 
at Helena, Montana. One year later he moved to Chinook near which town 
he located and operated an irrigated farm in the Milk River Valley. On 
February 15, 1897, he was married to Miss Agnes Agnew, at Hamilton, 
Ontario, returning to his farm near Chinook. 


In civie affairs he took an active part, serving as Mayor of Chinook 
on two occasions, as President of the Chinook Lions Club and as District 
Governor of the Lions Club. For years he was vitally interested in the 
County and State Fairs, serving as President of both boards. He was 
President of the county unit of the Pioneer Trails Association. Mr. Griffin 
was affiliated with and very active in the Presbyterian Church throughout 
his life. He was a member of the Masonic Fraternity. 


Mr. Griffin was a member of the Republican Party serving his county 
as a member of the House of Representatives in the 15th and 16th Sessions 
and the Senate in the 17th, 18th, 19th and 20th Sessions. Senator Griffin 
was President Pro Tem of the Senate in the State of Montana during the 
20th Session. 


In Senator Griffin’s passing the State of Montana as well as the com- 
munity -in which he lived has lost a most valuable and outstanding citizen.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH 
OF THE HONORABLE JOHN L. CAMPBELL 


Senator John L. Campbell passed to the Great Beyond at his home in 
Missoula on October 28, 1946, his passing being characterized by the same 
calmness and serenity which he exemplified in his life. 


He was born at Wabasha, Minnesota, December 18, 1890. Upon com- 
pletion of his education at the University of Minnesota in 1911 he settled 
at Missoula, where he made his home and established himself in his chosen 
profession,—the practice of law. Early in his career he displayed a keen 
interest in civic and public affairs and was ever generous with his time 
and talents. 





He served eleven sessions in the Montana State Legislature, including . 
ten sessions in the Senate. At the time of his passing he was the unopposed 
candidate for the Senate, from Missoula County. 


He leaves to survive him his widow and two sons. 


Ever an affectionate husband and true friend, a public minded citizen, 
beloved and respected by all who knew him, his passing leaves a void in 
Montana’s welfare which cannot be replaced. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Senate of the Thirtieth 
Legislative Assembly, in regular meeting and session convened, that we 
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express our deep and sincere regret upon the departure from this life of 
the late John L. Campbell, a beloved and distinguished member of this 
body, and we express to his widow, Ann Campbell, and to his sons, John 
Tower Campbell and William Campbell, our heartfelt sympathy in this 
their dark hour of bereavement.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH 
OF THE HONORABLE JOHNSTON R. BOYD 


WHEREAS, The Honoable Johnston R. Boyd, a former member of 
this body, departed this life on the 23rd day of December, 1945, and 


WHEREAS, It is proper and fitting that the record of the accomplish- | 


ments of the late Senator be placed on record in this Thirtieth Legislative 
Assembly of the State of Montana, the following facts relative to his 
career are hereby noted: 


The late Johnston R. Boyd was born on the seventeenth day of No- 
vember, 1886, at Glasgow, Scotland, from whence he was brought as a 
small boy by his parents, who lived for a time at Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. 
He attended New York Military Academy and Shady Side Academy. On 
July 1, 1906 he came to Montana and settled on a ranch near Wyola, Mon- 


tana, his being the first white family to settle in that section on the Crow 
Indian Reservation. 


For about twenty years Senator Boyd was a member of a ranching 
partnership with Henry C. Stevens of Sheridan, Wyoming, specializing in 
the raising of purebred Hereford cattle and Poland China hogs. 


Senator Boyd died of a heart attack at his ranch home in the Little 
Big Horn Valley near Wyola, Montana, on Sunday, December 28, 1945. 


Politically, Senator Boyd was a Republican and was elected a member 
of the State Senate from Big Horn County in 1944. He was a member of 
the Episcopal Church; Hardin, Montana Lodge No. 92, A. F. & A. M., and 
of the Shrine Temple at Sheridan, Wyoming. His public services included 
school trustee, director of the local Rural Electrification Administration 
district, president of Water Users’ Association and president of Big Horn 
County Livestock Association. 


Senator Boyd’s wife preceded him in death several years. Besides two 
brothers in Pennsylvania and one in New York, he is survived by a daugh- 
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ter, Mrs. Harold McGovern, and a son, Johnston Phillips Boyd, both of 
Wyola, and five grandchildren. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Senate of the Thir- 
tieth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana in regular session con- 
vened, that we.sincerely regret the passing of our former beloved and re- 
spected member, the Honorable Johnston R. Boyd, and extend to his sur- 
viving relatives and children our deep sympathy in their bereavement.

HOUSE BILL NO. 397 


INTRODUCED BY COMMITTEE ON CONSTITUTIONAL 
AMENDMENTS 


A Bill for an Act entitled: “An act to provide for the submission. 
to the qualified electors of the State of Montana of an amendment to 
Section 39 of Article V of the Constitution of the State of Montana, 
relating to the remission of certain deliquent personal property taxes and 
the cancellation of certain obligations held by counties, the collection of 
which is barred by the statutes of limitations.” 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: 


Section 1. That Section 39 of Article V of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be amended as hereinafter provided, that the question. 
of such amendment be submitted to the qualified electors of the State of 
Montana at the General Election to be held in November, 1948. 


Section 2. That Section 39 of Article V of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be, and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 39. EXCEPT HEREINAFTER PROVIDED, no obligation or 
liability of any person, association or corporation, held or owned by the 
State, or any municipal corporation therein, shall ever be exchanged, trans- 
ferred, remitted, released, or postponed, or in any way diminished by the 
legislative assembly; nor shall such liability or obligation be extinguished,. 
except by the payment thereof into the proper treasury. 


“IT SHALL HOWEVER BE LAWFUL FOR THE LEGISLATIVE 
ASSEMBLY, IN SUCH MANNER AS MAY DIRECT, TO AUTHORIZE 
THE CANCELLATION OF ANY PERSONAL PROPERTY TAXES WHICH 
ARE NOT A LIEN ON REAL ESTATE AND WHICH HAVE BEEN 
DELINQUENT FOR TEN YEARS OR MORE.” 


“IT SHALL ALSO BE LAWFUL FOR THE LEGISLATIVE AS- 
SEMBLY, IN SUCH MANNER AS JIT MAY DIRECT, TO AUTHORIZE 
THE CANCELLATION OF ANY CONTRATUAL OBLIGATION OWED 
TO OR HELD BY A COUNTY, FOR SEED GRAIN, FEED OR OTHER 
RELIEF, THE COLLECTION OF WHICH OBLIGATION IS BARRED 
BY THE STATUTE OF LIMITATIONS.” 


Section 3. This Amendment shall be submitted to the qualified electors. 
of the State of Montana by being placed on the official ballot provided 
for by Section 678, Revised Codes of Montana, 19385, as amended by Chapter 
81, Session Laws, 1939, and as provided by law, and there shall be printed 
on such ballot the title of this act and the following words:

That all of the title after the words “A Bill for an Act entitled:” be 
stricken out, and inserting in lieu thereof the words and figures: “An act 
to authorize the State of Montana to become indebted in the sum of Five 
Million ($5,000,000) Dollars in excess of the constitutional limitation of 
indebtedness heretofore incurred or created and for which the State of 
Montana is now obligated, for the construction and equipping necessary 
buildings, other permanent improvements, acquisition of necessary grounds 
therefor in and about the University of Montana, consisting of the six 
units thereof now existing, namely, the Montana State University at Mis- 
soula, Montana State College at Bozeman, Montana School of Mines at 
Butte, Montana State Normal College at Dillon, Eastern Montana State 
Normal School at Billings, and the Northern Montana College at Havre; 
providing for the issuance of bonds in the name of the State of Montana 
as evidence of such indebtedness, and for the sale thereof, prescribing the 
form of such bonds and for a levy of an annual tax sufficient to pay the 
principal thereof and the interest accruing thereon, providing for a refer- 
endum of this Act, describing the form of ballots to be used and the duties 
of the Secretary of State of the State of Montana relative to the submission 
of this act to the qualified electors of the State, and providing when this. 
act shall take effect.”

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MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR 


The following communications from the Governor were received and 
read: 
March 4, 1947. 


The President of the Senate, 
Senate Chamber, 
Helena, Montana. 


Returned herewith is Senate Joint Resolution No. 1 entitled: 


“A Joint Resolution to the State Board of Equalization requesting the 
Board to make a study of Montana’s present tax laws, tax structure and 
methods of obtaining additional revenue, and to report the results of this 
study to the Thirty-first Legislative Assembly.” 


without my approval and with objections thereto. 


This Joint Resolution adds nothing to the present duties of the State 
Board of Equalization, and when stripped of verbage, it merely requests 
the State Board to perform the duties now imposed by law. 


Sub-division 16 of Section 2122.8, Revised Codes of 1935, requires the 
Board, “To investigate the tax systems of other states and countries and 
to formulate and recommend legislation for the better administration of 
the fiscal laws, so as to secure just and equal taxation and improvement in 
the system of taxation and economical expenditure of public revenue in this 
State.” 


Sub-division 18 of the same Section makes it the duty of the Board 
to report to the Governor and to each member of the Legislature twenty days 
before the meeting of the Legislatiure, showing all taxable property of the 
State and the value of the same in tabulated form with recommendations 
for improvement in the system of taxation, together with such measures 
as may be formulated for the consideration of the Legislature. 


In accordance with this requirement, the State Board of Equalization 
submitted to the Governor and each member of the Legislature the report 
required with its recommendation. 


It will thus be seen that Senate Joint Resolution No. 1 adds nothing 
to the duties of the Board and would serve no useful purpose. 


It is utterly impossible for the Board, with the many duties now imposed 
by law, to make a careful survey and exhaustive study of our tax structure 
and be in a position to intelligently make recommendations for the complete 
overhauling thereof. Each Legislature adds more duties and responsibili- 
ties to the Board. This session has passed the punchboard tax law and the 
cigarette tax law and placed the administration of these measures in the 
hands of the Board of Equalization. Today the Board is overloaded, and 
tax matters are only one of the many duties, largely administrative, which 
must be performed by the Board. 


Furthermore, it is my firm conviction that a study of our tax structure 
should be made by an independent group with the hope of injecting new 
life and new ideas in taxation. 


Those who have given this important problem consideration agree 
that our entire tax structure should be studied, revised and rewritten. 


The conditions of these laws were called to your attention in my mes- 
sage with the recommendation that a committee, adequatqely financed and 
with ample scope for its inquiries, be set up to study our tax situation and 
report its findings to the next Legislature. 


A bill to carry out this recommendation was introduced by Senator 
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Larson and killed. Senate Joint Resolution No. 1 was passed, but, in my 
opinion, it fails compeltely in accomplishing what is so badly needed. 


Our Codes are filed with antiquated, useless and obsolete measures. I 
am not willing to add another just to further clutter up the records.

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


The special committee appointed by the Senate on January 31, 1947 
for the purpose of making an investigation and examination of certain con- 
templated activities of the Highway Commission submitted the following 
report: 

March 4, 1947. 


To the Honorable President of the Senate and to the Honorable Speaker 
of the House: ~ 


We, your joint committee on Highway Investigation, having completed 
the work assigned to us submit herewith our report. 


This investigation included a check of the distribution of funds on the 
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primary and secondary road systems, also a check on the maintenance and 
relocation problems. 


After reviewing the data made available for our use and after several 
joint sessions with the Highway department, we have drawn the following 
conclusions: 


(1) We suggest that the Montana State Highway Department be 
requested to review the allocation of the secondary road mileage as divided 
among the various counties of this state. 


(2) That in working out the reconstruction and realignment of the 
present primary system, as pertains to the lower traffic primary mileage, 
that advantage be taken of all mileage of present alignment not to sub- 
sneer and that this be reshaped and resurfaced with the aid of Federal 
unds. 


(3) That all counties take advantage wherever possible of the joint 
maintenance programs on secondary roads. 


The first conclusion was arrived at after a careful consideration of 
the present secondary mileage schedule. We found a rather marked varia- 
tion in the mileage as apportioned among the counties. And, while the 
schedule is the result of the formula established by the Federal Bureau 
of Public Roads, your committee has decided that the allotments are not 
entirely fair to some of the sparsely settled areas. 


The second conclusion was drawn after reviewing the maintenance 
and reconstruction problems of the present primary system. We deem: it 
essential that as much of the present alignment as possible be utilized, 
particularly on the low traffic primary mileage, to the end that all possible 
savings in construction expense be realized. 


The third ‘conclusion was reached when the maintenance problem on 
secondary roads was examined. It was disclosed that the counties are 
responsible for the maintenance of the secondary highways. This brings 
up the problem of proper equipment. We also discovered that unless the 
roads are maintained to the standard established by the Bureau of Federal 
Roads that the allocation of additional mileage is difficult to obtain. There- 
fore, it is essential that this matter be given careful consideration. Under 
Federal regulation it is possible for counties to arrange for joint main- 
tenance with the State Highway departments. It is with this in mind that 
we recommend the joint mentenance program. 


We wish to acknowledge and extend our thanks for the cooperation 
given us by the engineering department of the State Highway administra- 
tion. We are pleased to report that we found very complete statistical 
data and that this data was made freely available for our use.
